THE EARLY YEARS 

For 4 years, we both served on the City Council as Councillors-at-Large. During this time, 
these were among the major subjects that came before us: 

1. ZONING and INDUSTRY 

Peabody then, as now, needed new business and industry in order to broaden the tax base 
for a healthy economic structure. A great help was the opening of the Northshore Shopping 
Center. But the City also had to have suitable areas that would invite industry into the City, to 
replace the loss of a large part of our leather industry. 

The Planning Board, in its effort to provide such a suitable area, recommended that the City 
Council rezone the land on Lowell Street, east of the Newburyport Turnpike, from a residence and 
business district to a Light Industrial District. 

Edward T. Meaney voted with the majority of the Council in favor of this worthy recom- 
mendation. 

Frank L. Wiggin voted against it. He had his reasons — but they were not in the best 
interests of the City of Peabody or our Citizens! 

2. GRAVEL REMOVAL 

The Zoning Ordinance prohibits the removal of sod, loam, clay, sand, gravel, or quarried 
stone in all districts of the City, except under stipulated conditions or with prior approval of the 
Board of Appeals. 

Flagrant violations had occurred during those 4 years. 

Edward T. Meaney cried out against this and demanded enforcement of the ordinance. 

Frank L. Wiggin deliberately ignored these violations and lack of enforcement. He had his 
reasons — but they were not in the best interests of the City of Peabody or our Citizens! 

3. SUBDIVISION CONTROL 

Some of the greatest problems to face our City in the past decade came from the racing 
expansion of home building in sub-division developments. The City was not prepared, from the point 
of view of municipal facilities, to absorb the hundreds of new homes that were being built- each 
year, and the families that followed. I did not object to home developments, realizing their value 
to the City — but it was my opinion, with that of the Planning Board and many others, that it was 
only common sense to slow down the expansion, within the provisions of law. 

One of the means that would have brought about orderly sub-division control was to increase 
lot sizes, from 10,000 to 20,000 square feet in the large, undeveloped land areas. This was a reason- 
able change, recommended by the Planning Board, and within the power of the City Council. 

Edward T. Meaney took action and fought for this change to increase lot sizes. It was not 
adopted by the City Council. 

Frank L. Wiggin voted against this reasonable control of sub-divisions. He had his reasons — 
but they were not in the best interests of the City of Peabody or our Citizens!

THESE TWO YEARS 

In 1962, I came into office as Mayor. Frank Wiggin returned as Councillor. He separated 
himself from his Political Masters. You know how that came about! He became a free man — 
and voted as a free man, voluntarily. I respected him for that. 

He found leadership in my Administration. He recognized that the Initiative and Action 
that I was taking deserved support. He voted in favor of practically every issue that I presented 
to the Council as Mayor. He did vote against one important position that I had taken, recently — 
when I vetoed the increase in salary of about $1 ,000.00 a year to 2 groups of municipal employees, 
after I had already given all municipal employees an I I % increase. He wanted the men of these 
2 departments to get the extra $1,000.00 increase. The Council sustained my veto. 

He supported my position on the School Programs, the Water and Sewer Expansion Pro- 
grams, _lhe New Playgrounds, the assistance to the J. B. Thomas Hospital, the new Sanitary Land- 
Fill system at the Municipal Dump, the Garden Apartment Re-zoning, the Industrial Development 
Planning. He voted for every appropriation that I requested for these Programs. 

NOT ONCE DURING MY FIRST YEAR and EIGHT MONTHS IN OFFICE AS MAYOR DID 
HE CRITICIZE THIS PROGRAM OF ACTION THAT I INITIATED OR SUPPORTED! 

NOT ONCE DURING THAT TIME DID HE OFFER AN ALTERNATIVE SUGGESTION FOR 
COUNCIL CONSIDERATION! 

NEVER DID HE FIND FAULT OR DISSATISFACTION WITH THE LEADERSHIP, DECISION 
AND DIRECTION THAT MAYOR EDWARD T. MEANEY WAS GIVING THIS CITY FOR A BRIGHT 
FUTURE! UNTIL.... 


THE PRESENT TIME 

A FEW OF HIS OLD POLITICAL MASTERS DECIDED TO TRY TO REGAIN THEIR FORMER

GRAM. HE ADOPTED IT FULLY (except for the Post Office in West Peabody, which is a Federal 
matter and is now in the Board of Appeals), AND ADDED SOME VAGUE, MIRACLE PROMISES. 

MY PROGRAM IS TO CONTINUE, WITH ALERT AND DELIBERATE, COMMON SENSE 
PLANNING, THE MANY PROJECTS AND ACTIVITIES THAT I HAVE INITIATED AND SUPPORTED, 
FOR THE BEST INTERESTS OF THE CITY AND OUR CITIZENS. 

WITH THIS PLAN AND PROGRAM, CONSTANTLY BEING DEVELOPED AND PERFORMED
